Counter-agent 


THE doctors do not say 
they have developed a 
counter-agent. They will 
probably have to try out 
several .thousund cases be- 
fore making a claim in any 
direction. But neither my 
companion nor the doctors 
knew whether we were be- 
ing given virus or vaccine at 
the time. The  necessiry 
dosages arrive from the 
laboratory in test tubes 
labelled “A” to ‘‘D.” Some 
contain no more than saline 
and water. This prevents 
auto-suggestion and ensures 
shrewd diagnosis. Thus not 
all guinea-pigs are awardetl 
sneezes automatically.

Housed in pairs, each 
couple can go for walks in 
the surrounding country- 
side after promising to 
avoid other people, vehicles 
and buildings.

months. They now know they 
ore dealing with na germ of 
obout one ten thousandth of a 
millimetre In size. Since then 
they have suceceded in deep- 
storing it for six months In tubes 
of carbon-dioxide snow, and 
after six months the virus 1s 
still infective, This means that 
the common cold germ can 
survive the coldest conditions 
and still keep Its sting. ° 


Lower in winter 


We still do not know, however, 
¥ why colds are commoner 
in’ winter than In summer. 
Rather surprisingly, people 
catch cold from Snoculatlon Iess 
casily in winter, Over the year 
infected washings produce 
colds in 50 percent of 
the volunteers, but the per- 
centage of winter ‘takes’ is 
lower. This may indicate that 
you catch cold—ond conquer 
it—more often than you think, 
and only the exceptional in- 
fection breaks down | your 
defences. 


Incidentally, = Harvard's 
from inoculatlon 
usually two ¢o three days, a clue 
that may enable you to trace 
the sdurce.of a cold {f you must 
have one coming.

Definite rewards, too, were 
rained in an alretlght room 
when a researchist, uaked and 
masked, fluttered a dirty hand- 
kerchicf jn front of a blower. 
Through ao shit In the wall, 
material invisibly dislodged 
from the handkerchief was 
blown onto agar slides, Average 
use showed that a single dry 
handkerchicf could dislodge 
136,000 bacterial particles, among 
{hem the common cold virus in 
virulent form, Here was certain 
evidence of a method of infec- 
tion. 


In an attempt to lessen the 
dislodgements many disinfectants 
were tried In vain. The ime 
pregnntion of handkerchiefs with 
phenyl mercuric bromide has, 
however, produced fairly de- 
OGnite results in reducing 
bacteria, 


More startling - 


EFORE you rush to the chem- 

ists, there is something 
more startling, Voluntcers with 
bad colds used a badminton 
room. When they finished play, 
thelr sneezes left behind them 
an invisible but = highly 
dangerous as attack of in- 
fection, Although the larger 
nasal particles rapidly fell to the 
ground, the tinier ones rapidly 
lost water by evaporation and 
became so small und light that 
they could = still be detected 
afiont in the air an hour after 
the sneezer had left the room. 

In short, here jis one of the 
ways you catch cold of home or 
at work. Can anything be done 
ubout it? By flooding the bad- 
minton room with ultra-violct 
rays the Harvard researchists 
have found it possible to kill the 
‘droplet-nucle!’ and make tho 
room virus-free for the next 
players. 

This suggests a whole new 
technique of hygiene, “Typhold 
and dysentery have been nearly 
banished through improvements 
in water-hygiene,”’ says Dr 
Andrewes. “Air hygiene hopes 
to do as much for alrbome in- 
fection,” 


Hygiene teams 


HE air hygiene teams have had 

remurkable success with o 
spray chemical known technicall 
as hydroxy-methyl-bulyric acid. 
It may one day prove possible 
for factories to he kept re- 
latively germ-free by, passing 
all employees through oa disin- 
fectant air - lock. Here 1s 
evidence, ut any = rate, that 
methods of spraying theatres 
and halls, inslstenco on fresh 
alr and the avoidance of crowd- 


‘ing: are all measures'along the 


right track. 

Meanwhile the volunteers go 
en sniffing and sncezing In this 
great catch-cold-as-catch-can 
experiment. The ways .of 
science are tireless and 
undeviating. Sooner or later 
the burdensome common cold 
bug will meet its match.

JOT the lenst exciting 
episode in the revival, 
at the Westminster of 
“Journey’s End" was when 
tho play had run its course.

that Ieft tho faces of the 
actors indistinguishnble. 
They. stood ina row Hke 
ghosts, and no one spoke. 


It was a fitting climax to an 
evening that carricd so many of 
us back to the first production 
more than 20 years, and still 
further back fo the war, the 
Great War, Armageddon, the 
sacrifice _ that was = to bring 
eternal peace, Mr Sherriff had 
written it originally for amateurs 
to piny, but by oa miracle tt 
reached the West End and swept 
the world. 


Young Olivier 


At that time Maurice Evans, 
now the foremosi classical actor 
in New York, played the youth- 
ful subaltern, Young Laurence 
Olivier played the Iead in the 
production that brought it one 
step further townrds the com- 
merclal theatre, which, ag 
usual, was putting up a 
stubborn defence, « Then Colin 
Clive took over Olivicr’s role 
and zoomed: to fame. Robert 
Spealght was another member 
of the orlginal cast, unknown, 
unrecognised, 


So the years pass by and once 
more a prroup of actors young 
and ardent, and with’ more 
pennics than pounds, contrived 
to revive the piece at the little 
Gateway Theatre: whereupon it 
once more reaches the West End.

At the end of the second act 
the play had Interested me but 
hod falled to grip, The writing 
was terse, tho characterisation 
was clearly defined, but the 
exaltation of great tragedy was 
not there. 


Great tragedy 


But then came the last act, 
and for some reason I cannot 
explain the whole production 
leaped Into Ilfe. The great 
German atlack was at hand, 
and with the stupid bankruptcy 
of the military mind in those 
days, the prellminary bome- 
bardment had begun.
